665.11, he said.

"Taxes paid out to local, 
state and federal governments 
remain the Edison Co.'s larg­ 
est single item of expense,"

In announcing distribution of 
the handbook here yesterday, 
Department Commander Ros- 
coe T. Morse of San Diego said:

"I hope that every one of 
the more than 140,000 
nnircs in California will study 
this handbook and take an ac 
live part in civil defense1 plan 
ning in his own community.

"Just 20 years ago the United 
States suffered the crippling 
attack on Pearl Harbor. Today 
we are faced with the threat 
of new and more devastating 
nuclear war. We hope and pray 
that war may be avoided. But 
we must be prepared, not only 
for war but for natural dis­ 
asters.

"As the foreword of the le­ 
gion handbook states in part: 
'One can conceive of no more 
meritorious service than to be 
prepared to assist in the saving 
of lives of fellow ci'tizens and 
to aid in the alleviation of suf­ 
fering and distress resultant 
from a major disaster or enemy 
attack. Being prepared to aid 
in rescue work may make the 
difference between life and 
death, of those in danger and 
those in danger must not pre­ 
clude the involvement of your 
neighbors and your loved ones, 
including yourself."

Mobil Quits 
Marketing 
Of Asphalt

By the end of the year, 
Mobil Oil Co. will cease mar­ 
keting asphalt in Southern 
California, the only area on 
the west coast where the com­ 
pany is engaged in this kind 
of business. Edgington Oil Re­ 
fineries, Inc., of Long Beach, 
has purchased Mobil's bulk as­ 
phalt distribution facilities 
and automotive equipment.

Mobil has not manufactured 
asphalt on the west coast ( 
since 1953. The company's de­ 
cision to cease Its asphalt mar­ 
keting business In Southern 
California was based on com­ 
prehensive studies which In­ 
dicated it would not be eco- 
upmically feasible to manu­ 
facture asphalt at its Torrance 
refinery.

Mobil manufactured asphalt 
on the west coast from 1945 
until 1953 at a refinery in 
Vernon, which was acquired 
In a merger with the Gilmora 
Oil Co. The former Gilmore 
refinery was shut down in 
1953 and since then Mobil has 
purchased the asphalt it re­ 
quired for its Southern Cali­ 
fornia marketing operations 
'rom various suppliers, includ- 
ng Edgington Oil Refineries.
